The policemen in the meantime had 
taken a hand in the trouble and were 
clubbing the people

$10 were imposed in several instances. 
Bad feeling is said to exist between 
some of the employes of the Hoe com­ 
pany and the Hebrews residing in 
the neighborhood and this is said to 
have been the cause of the trouble. 


Herbert Hoe of the company made 
a statement 
after 
the 
trouble was 
over in which he says fighting was 
going on in the ranks of the procession 
as it passed the factory; that some of 
those attacked were 
forced to the 
door of the office and there the fight­ 
ing continued while missiles thrown 
by the crowd broke many windows 
of the factory. 
Then it was, says Mr. 
Hoe. that his employes tried to drive 
the assailants back by hurling mis­ 
siles at them and finally turning water 
on the crowd. 
He added that boys 
working in the factory had been in 
the habit of jeering at the Hebrews 
and he tried everything in his power 
to have the practice stopped. 


After the riot had been quelled the 
funeral procession proceeded to Brook­ 
lyn where the body of Rabbi Joseph 
was interred.

Washington, D. C.. July 30.—A case was docketed in the United 
States supreme court today that is intended to test the right of mu­ 
nicipal corporations to prohibit the sale 
ol 
intoxicating liquor to 
females. The case is that of Daniel Cronin vs. the city of Denver. Cronin 
ia the owner of a saloon and opens a wine room for women. 
The rec­ 
ord shows that he asked for an injunction to restrain the city from 
enforcing an ordinance prohibiting the maintenance of such a place for 
females, asserting that the law is unconstitutional because it discrimi­ 
nates against women and also because it 'deprives him of property 
without clue process of law. 
He contended that he had as much right 
to sell liquor to women as to men and that they have as much right 
to 4rink as men. He also referred to the circumstances that equal suf­ 
frage prevails in Colorado nnd argti°s that sin.cp women had been given 
the right of suffrage* they stand on the same footing in all respects with 
men and Hence “are entitled to the pursuit of happiness and the same 
rational enjoyment as their brothers.” 


The district court upheld this contention but the finding was over­ 
ruled by. the state supreme court.

The en tran ce channel to the harb o r 
of H avana is sufficiently long and n ar­ 
row to afford absolute protection from 
th e storm s th a t

T he cem etery of H avana, w hich is 
nam ed for Colum bus, is well w orth vis­ 
iting.

Am ong the most celebrated 
m onum ents is the one created to th e 
.firem en w ho lost their lives In one 
of H avana's w o rst conflagrations. A n­ 
o ther fine one is erected to the m em ory 
of a num ber of students who w ere ac­ 
cused of having defaced the tom b of a 
general of volunteers who sided w ith 
Spain in th e recen t war. 
T hese stu ­ 
dents w ere tried in the courts and ac­ 
quitted, but th a t did not suit the vol­ 
u n teers and they dem anded a court 
m artial.

It is only in an indirect fashion that (he imaginary 
issue of imperialism can be considered to include the 
struggle between the masses and the classes which has 
always formed a large part of Mr. Bryan's political equip­ 
ment, and to which he gave first prominence, in his 
speech before the Now England Democrats last evening. 


Mr. Bryan asks us to believe fhat our republic is 
divided into twn kinds of people, the aristocrats and 


the democrats. 
The aristocrats, he thinks, are possessed 
of certain unfair privileges, and 
they are constantly 
striving imt only to retain what (hey already possess, 
but to secure further advantages over their less fortu­ 
nate neighbors. 
The democrats, on the other hand, as 
Mr. Bryan sees them, are discriminated against by the 
structure of our society and its laws, and their happi­ 
ness and welfare can only bo seeuretT by putting our

E astern cap italists arp considering the advisability of building a 
cyanide m ill a t Colorado City to treat the low-grade ores from Cripple 
Creek by m eans of the Srhtich low-grade cyanide proccss. 
R. M. 
Shearer, a stockholder and representative of the eastern com pany, was 
in the city yesterday for the purpose of looking over the situation and 
investigating the m any m atters th a t arise in the locating of such a 
plant. 


Mr. S hearer stated that Phil Schueh. Jr.. of Cripple C reek, who 
has had large experience ia Aspen, Leadville and Cripple C reek in the 
tre a tm e n t of ores, is the discoverer of this process and its patentee. 
T he process treats low-grade ores hv the use of cyanide and the pre­ 
cipitation is accelerated by the introduction of heated oxygen into 
the m ixer. 
It is alleged th at the process tre a ts successfully in eight 
hours w hat it has taken other processes from four to five days to ac­ 
complish. 


The process has been repeatedly tried upon low-grade ores of the 
C ripple Creek d istrict, and the result has been highly satisfactory.

New York, July 30.—The funeral of 


the late Chief Rabbi Jacob Joseph, 
head of the Orthodox Hebrews of the 
United States, which was held here 
today was the occasion of one of the 
most remarkable demonstrations ever 
witnessed in this city, and led to a 
collision between the masses of Jew- 
ish mourners and the police. 


The streets were packed with thou- 


sands of Hebrews, the stores were 
generally closed and every point of 
vantage along the route taken by the 
procession to the different synagogues 
was crowded. 


Directly in front of tho house where 


the body has lain in state tor the last 
few days, 100 patrolmen 
kept the 


crowd from the entrance . with diffi- 
culty and after the services at the 
house the body was taken to each of 
the six synagogues on the east side 
where brief services were held. 


When the procession was passing 


the printing press factory of R. Hoe 
& Co., on Grand street on its way to 
the cemetery in Brooklyn, the - em- 
ployes of the factory emptied pails 
of water from the windows of an up- 
per floor upon the spectators massed 
upon the sidewalk. Pail after pail, it 
is said, was emptied on tho throng 
which shouted and struggled and stam- 
peded in vain to escape. Then over- 
alls and clothing 
soaked in water 


came down from above and oven tools, 


i scraps of steel, bolts and a dead-cat.

The angry populace, most of whom 


were Hebrews, retaliateo by throwing 
back into the factory windows the mis- 
siles that -fell on them. 
They also 


gathered stones and sticks and in a 
few minutes there 
was

Then some 
one in the factory turned on a hose 
and -played, it- indiscriminately all over 
the funeral .'procession.

.ing the wounds of the injured. Sev- 
eral policemen also were injured, re- 
ceiving cuts and bruises.

Bad feeling is said to exist between 
some of the employes of the Hoe com- 
pany and the Hebrews residing in 
the neighborhood and this is said to 
have been the cause of the trouble. 


Herbert Hoe of the company made 


a statement, after - the trouble was 
over in which he says fighting was

The funeral procession 
did ;not reach the cemetery, however, 
without incident. As. it passed through 
a Brooklyn street some one threw a 
heavy block of wood from, the roof 
of a building into-the line of mourn- 
ers.

The 
policemen turned In their flight at short 
intervals and fired volley after volley 
at their merciless pursuers^ but the mob 
seemed thoroughly infuriated and re- 
volvers seemed to have no terrors for 
them.

, PTOHT WAS IN HIS HANDS.

Arena, San Francisco. July 25.—After 
fighting a battle of eight rounds that 
was fraught with brilliant and courage- 
ous work. Robert. Fltasimmons tonight 
forfeited his last claim upon the heavy- 
weight championship. He was knocked 
to the 
floor by James Jeffries 
and 
counted out after he had so badly pun- 
ished the champion that it was a fore- 
gone conclusion among the spectators 
that the Cornishman must win. Bleed- 
Ing from a number of gashes in the 
face, apparently weakening and clearly 
unable to cope with Fitzsimmons* su- 
perior skill, Jeffries delivered two lucky 
punches as Fltzslmmons paused in his 
fighting to- spenk to him and turned the 
tide. The battle was brief, but note- 
worthy, and will live In pugilistic His- 
tory. Fitzsimmons tried once to ari«° 
from the mat, but sank down again In 
helplessness and heard himself counted 
out, where hut a moment before he had 
apparently all the better of it.

At Lake Wellington the party stopped

When about eight miles from the latter 
place the roughness of the road joltec 
he driver, J. J. Noonan of Buffalo, from 
Ills seat. Alderman Kelly sprang for- 
ward in an effort to grasp the reins, 
but lost his balance and fell from the 
wagon, which passed over him.

pound fracture of the left leg Just above 
the ankle, and possibly Internal injuries.

I desire to see If the mora 
sentiment of the state of Colorado, ant 
the people of this city and county wil 
tolerate such a high-handed outrage 
Neither I nor the wealthy people who 
are backing me In this association, wll 
be stopped because of the loss of these 
few goats. We, of course, feel the loss 
greatly, but wo shall protect our prop 
erty and our own if the state does no 
do so. I cannot think that those peopli 
who think at all will not condemn the 
matter in which we have been injured 
The killing was done upon our own 
property.

rado Fuel & Iron company has just 
purchased 2,000 acres of land in Lake 
Park which is known as Sugar Loaf 
reservoir. The company had sent Us 
engineers to make a thorough exam- 
ination of the possibilities of this place 
as a site for a reservoir. It was pro- 
nounced one of the finest natural sites 
In the Rocky mountain region, a perfect 
a'asln, which, when a dam is put across 
the lower end will make a beautiful lake 
covering 1,000 acres of ground. John N. 
Poole, Dr. John Law and Col. R. E. 
Goodell purchased the land about 10 
years ago as an investment in case the 
time should come when electric power 
could be used. However, the Fuel & 
Iron company does not Intend to build 
a reservoir for electrical purposes, but 
to obtain a reservoir supply for their 
works at Bessemer. The company will 
use 40,000 gallons of water per day at 
the works. By building a 40-foot dam 
1,000,000,000 cubic feet, 
or 
7,500,000,000 


gallons of water can be impounded, or 
sufficient to last the company 200 days.

Valuable Mountains. 
^ 
(Pueblo Chieftain.) 
what mountain in Colorado 1s of 
most value? if this 
question 
were 


asked of the average well informed res- 
ident he would 'reply "Bull hill, of 
course." and would no doubt be cor- 
rect. At the present time and for the 
last 10 years more wealth has been 
coming out of that plain, rounded bare, 
unpicturesque cone than from any other 
mountain In America. It is hot of un- 
usual height, has no distinguishing 
marks except its litter of fragments of 
creamy white porphyry, and In shape, 
location and general appearance Is in 
no way different from the average of 
hundreds of mountains all along the 
Rocky range from British Columbia 
to Mexico. But far in the depths of 
Bull hill busy miners have been delv- 
ing deeper and deeper 
In 
big thick 


veins from which ore has been shipped 
by carloads and trainloads and sold for 
millions of dollars. 
Neighboring hills 


of similar appearance have also done 
well. The ore from Beacon hill is rich- 
er than that In Bull hill. Gold hill and 
one or two other elevations have yielded 
fortunes for several people. 


Sultan mountain, facing the town of 


Silverton across the creek, 
has 
been 


producing pay ore from a single mine 
for about 25 years, and enormous quan- 
tities of ore have for almost as many 
years been coming out of Carbonate 
hill, Fryer hill. Printer Boy hill, Iron 
hill and other famous producers at 
Leadvllle. 
Telluride and Ouray have 


mountains that have produced millions 
and so has Gllpin county. 


Some good ore, but in small quanti- 


ties, has been taken out 
of 
Mount 


Blanca, the highest peak In the state, 
but this'is something unusual, as the 
highest mountains are not as a general 
thing producers. 


A section of the general mass of the 


Sangre do Chrlsto range south of Hay- 
den pass—not a. separate mountain but 
a portion of the long- and great ridge, 
Is of particular value to Pueblo, because 
from It conies the iron ore which sup- 
plies tTie steel works. 


Dozens of big mountains 
can 
be 


named, which yield more or less ore or 
other valuable products and which are 
expected at some time In the far fu- 
ture to afford wealth to enrich people 
yet unborn. Among them are Kendall, 
Kins: Solomon, and Anvil mountains, at 
Silverton, Breece hill, Sugar Loaf and 
Mount Massive at Leadville. Mount 
Harvard and Mount Vale at Buena 
Vista, Mounts Shavano and Ouray at 
Marshall pass, Robinson mountain at 
Roslta, a whole procession of tall peaks 
In the Sangre de Crlsto range wast of 
Silver Cliff, Grayback and 'Baldy at 
Veta pass, Rhyolite. 
Trachyte, Cow 


mountain, Big Bull. Grouse and other 
mountains at Cripple Creek, 
Gray's 


peak the Spanish peaks, and Innumer- 
able elevations in many other parts of 
the state such as Breckenridgc. Gran- 
ite, 
Salida, Del Norte, 
S.urmnitvl11e, 


Rico, Ophir, 
Gunnlson, 
Lake 
City, 


Ragle. Idaho SprlngK, Georgetown and 
Durango. One of the best mining booms 
of this year is in the district northwest 
of Durango. 
The Needle mountains 


northeast of Durango, tall sharp peaks 
which are picturesque and very high, 
have ore but il has not been developed. 


Along Eagle river ore Is taken from 


high perpendicular cliffs which are not 
in the shape of mountains 
but 
are 


formed like the palisades of the Hud- 
son. 


The mass of rich sliver ore that f?ave 
Silver Cliff Its name was not In- any 
mountain but lay right out doors on 
a little -mound or rocky ridge about 
the size of the Tenderfoot hill 
ridge 


which extends from Ninth street to the 
smelter in Pueblo. 


For its size, perhaps no hill In the 
state has returned more actual monfcy 
than the sawed-off cone of Java a mile' 
west of Castle Rock. 
It Is not ore 
but building stone, and its valuable 
quarry has been in constant operation 
for 40 years. 


.Humble hills hardly considered to .-too 


worthy of names, and located in the 
vicinity of Trinidad and Florence, also 
rival the famous 
hlg mountains . in 


output.of wealth, their product being 
not ore but coal. 


Now. 
after glancing over the whole 


magnificent array of 30 Colorado moun- 
tains, which one would you prefer to 
own as an investment? 
Outside of 


Bull hill and Carbonate hill, which will 
pay best, in the long run? Which .will 
return the most reliable net Income 
through'a long series of years, with the 
least amount of outlay, the least de- 
pendence on commercial and industrial 
hazards, and Increase in importance in- 
stead of some day playing out or pinch- 
Ing out? 


Even the oldtlme mountaineer may 


for a mohient be at a loss to answer. 
Indeed, he may be last to answer, he- 
cause he falls to appreciate latter day 
tendencies. 


The best mountain In the state, out- 


side of Buy hill and Carbonate hill, is 
Pike's Peak. 


Pike's Peak has no pay ore to amount 


to anything, no quarries, no coal, little 
timber, no iron, and is not even known 
to contain manganese, which exists on 
Its near neighbor Cheyenne mountain. 
Yet for a steady investment it beats 
anything else in the way of a bulk of 
rock. Last Friday 500 persons were 
carried up that mountain; 
most 
of 


whom paid from $4 to $5 ."^ilece, and the 
cost of transportation was probably not 
over J75 or $90. Can anyone ask for a 
superior investment? 
Last 
Friday 


broke all records of the cog road, yet 
many other days have brought great 
profits, and it Is.one of the best money 
makers in the country. 
Besides 
its 


value for scenic purposes the broad 
granite slopes of Pike's Peak furnisli 
the water for six cities. 


What the city of Pueblo should do is 


to build a, railroad to the top of Pike's 
Peak. It would be a grand investment, 
and would command an excellent pat- 
ronage. The managers of it. like those 
of the present cog road, could 
sit 


around taking It easy for seven months 
In the year and then coin money during 
the other five. 
They would have no 


cumbersome freight 
to bother 
wltlf, 


but a neat, genteel business over a line 
of about BO to 52 miles and it would be 
an excellent advertisement for Pueblo.

A Full Crop. 


A trip through the Holly country at 


this time will convince the most skep- 
tical that the soil In thla section • is 
the best, to be found anywhere. Wher- 
ever crops have 
received reasonable 
care they have stood the drought- 
caused by the breaking of the dam at

headgate—in 
good shape 
and now give promise of practically a 
full crop. None of the beet, fields 'are 
suffering. The wheat crop is made and 
Is turning out well. 
Oats hove been 


rather light but all those; who sowed 
alfalfa, and that is what is of more im- 
portance than a heavy crop of oats. 
Many of the oats llelds that looked 
very poor before harvest arc threshing 
nut from 20 to 30 bushels which will pay 
very well this season as feed of all kinds 
will likely be high in price, owing to 
failures in other localities. 
The sec- 


ond crop of alfalfa Is rather light But 
this IB being made up 
for 
by 
the 


fact that much of it will be left for seed 
and will pay even hotter than a good 
crop of hay. 
Cantaloupes are very 


late throughout the valley owing to

An Electric Storm. 


Few 
persons 
have 
ever 
passed 


through an electrical storm on a moun- 
tain top, and those who have, are never 
desirous of being in another. A George- 
town gentleman who has experienced 
several gives the following account of 
such a storm: 


"I had noticed that as soon aa a 


sufficient amount of electricity was con- 
tained in the atmosphere, any metal In- 
strument or weapon would produce a 
buzzing sound, like the hammer of an 
Induction-coil. When 
the supply of 


electricity in the lower strata of air 
was exhausted and the buzzing ceased, 
it could be renewed by holding the in- 
strument up higher In the air. On this 
particular occasion a heavy gale was 
blowing from the north, driving a storm 
toward me with great rapidity. Tho 
wind came, in single puffs, and while a 
rifle that was carried along would not 
buzz during the short lull of the wind, 
it would do so quite strongly as soon 
as the gust reached the point of obser- 
vation. At one time the quantity of 
electricity grew FO large and intense 
that. I received from my rifle a. shock 
sufficient to parallze me momentarily. 
The weapon dropped out of my hands, 
and about half a minute later a dis- 
charge of lightning took 
place 
very 


near by. by which the electric pheno- 
mena were quieted for a time. Soon, 
however, electricity accumulated again; 
Its manifestations again became more 
Intense, until every hair on my head 
was rising upward; every linger buzzed 
when held up In the air. and every 
pointed rock hummed with a sonorous 
sound. As soon, however, as the next 
discharge took place, thia lime some 
distance 
off, It again 
subsided."—

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I GRAND CANON OF THE COLORADO 


g 
A WORD PICTURE BY FREDERIC F. COOK. 
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Grand Canyon, Arizona. July 1. 1302. 
I am sitting on the veranda of the 


Bright Angel hotel, and the Grand 
Canon of the Colorado holds me with its 
awesome spell. To say that it Is gor- 
geous, 
colossal, 
overpowering, 
but 
marks a futile attempt to describe the 
Indescribable. The scene before me ex- 
cites the emotions only to paralyze 
them. Admiration halts at the brink to 
give place to fear, beauty 
la lost In 


grandeur, and the soul, spell-bound, bo- 
comes one with the great silence that 
broods eternally upon the bosom of this 
awful abyss. All proportions are Clyco- 
pean; Titans have wrought hern; it is a 
veritable glimpse Into tho underworld 
that Nature vouchsafes man in this 
presence. And while In this wonderful 
atmosphere each detail is clearly re- 
vealed;:the ensemble often abounds in 
suggestions of mystery, the result of 
shadowy depths and an exquisite haze, 
chameleon-hued, a reflex of the superb 
palette that forms the variegated back- 
ground. 


The erjasm before me Is more than 13 


miles wide, in places nearly a mile 
deep, and in a westerly direction is 
lost In the Indistinguishable. fully SO 
miles away, the envisioned area consti- 
tuting what is known as the Grand 
Basin of this huge gorge which winds 
amongst the mountain barriers of this 
almost Inaccessible region for 250 miles. 
My point of view at this writing is at 
the head of a short canon on the south- 
ern rim. On .either side, for a. mile or 
more, ' stretch huge palisades. 
These 


widen at the mouth, thus bringing into 
direct vision-a transverse area of about 
30 miles, with Bright Angel canon, a 
lateral gorge, as a feature of the back- 
ground. The opposite rim of the huge 
basin thus brought Into view presents 
an even skyline. From this line there Is 
first a. sloping descent of about 800 feet, 
partially covered with verdure, ending 
in or resting upon a terrace; and it Is 
this terrace projecting itself for perhaps 
half a mile that gives the first descent 
the appearance of a massive wall. From 
the terrace there is next a sheer descent 
of about 500 feet. This formation ia 
strikingly uniform In depth and appears 
as a ribbon of light gray. It Is a lime- 
stone' deposit, and constitutes the apex 
o( all the monumental structures that 
so glorify the basin. -Below this gray 
band 'lies a formation of 'red sandstone, 
2;000 or-more.-feet, deep,! and beneath 
this1 Is a foundation of granitoid, laid 
bare! for a thousand feet or 'more.' Thus 
one has before him, as constituting the 
outer, rlrh.oi: the.-basin, first a top layer 
of green, next" a strata, of gray, then 
severarlnter-blen'dirigr variations of red, 
the :wh'ole terminating in a mixture of 
red and gray and verging ;at, the base 
on black, 
; :. 
• . . 


Could the Grand Basin be seen in .Ita 
completeness from, -the riverrbetJ. as it 
is from the river.-l.it , would resemble a 
huge Acropolis, crowned, by a group'of 
temples such as mortal eye'naver;rested 
upon. As It is, one' must look down 
nearly 3,000 feet to realize this plateau 


2,000 feet above the river;, and 


the temples that stand -upon .this- ele- 
vation end In coronal beauty at an addi- 
tional height of 3,000, so that their 
-apexes are even with the eye of, the be- 


on the top of the southern rim. 
is somewhat lower thanfthe on* 
posite.- «Lengthwise, v from >e,aet to,, 


west, this Acropolis is cleft by the Colo- 
rado, the stream for the most part 
being Invisible; and while it Is Seldom 
less than a couple of hundred yards 
wide, It disappears again and again so 
mysteriously that one conjectures un- 
derground passages. Besides this longi- 
tudinal cleft there are rlfts representing 
lateral canons, and It Is these demark-. 
otions that give an appearance of sepa- 
rate foundations to the architectonic 
colossi above. 


Looking: upon this scene, the beholder 
escapes 
with 
difficulty 
a 
haunting 


thought of design. The geologist ex- 
plains these structural graces in terms 
ot his science; but who shall explain his 
science? What he in his jargon calls 
"faults" In this wonderful ensemble of 
heroic form become lines of exciulslte 
beauty, while his "erosions" turn Into 
handmaids to Nature's inspired Phl- 
aiases, and 
Michael Angelos. 
The 


colossi are of two kinds. One is primi- 
tive and suggests Egyptian or Baby- 
lonian architecture. • Indeed, the larg- 
est of these rectangles Is known as 
Solomon's Temple. The other Is the very 
opposite of this, and fairly' revels in 
bastions, courts, arcades, apses, colon- 
nades, convolutions, and to my thinking 
is best described in Its unity as Rich- 
ardsonian; Trinity church, Boston, be- 
ing suggestive of the model, but, of 
course, only in embryo and miniature. . . 


The most beautiful of these struc- 
tures, to my mind, is the one known as 
the Temple of Isis. 
True, it is not 


Egyptian in the least, but surely worthy 
of any goddess. The beholder, standing 
on what Is called Rowe Point, a. couple 
of miles west of the hotel, looks straight 
ahead for 50 miles, and the Colorado, so 
secretive for the most part, from this 
vantage shows a ciear stretch of three 
miles in the immediate foreground. It 
Is said to lash itself Into tremendous 
fury within this length, throwing up 
crests six feet in height, but to the 
normal eye, from this elevation it ap- 
pears as tranquil as any stream of the 
plain. On the left side huge palisades 
of a rich yellow. Neighboring -these 
though somewhat lower, are ridges of 
a brilliant red, and In a black gorge, 
far below, courses as a silver band the 
Colorado. 


Now let us turn to the right or north. 


The river has a fondness for the south- 
ern shore in Its cleft form. The Great 
Basin lies almost wholly on Its -northern 
shore, and h.ere, Immediately In the 
foreground, rise the majestic propor- 
tions of the Temple of Isle. It Is from 
base to summit about 3,000 feet -in 
height, and, with its outer courts has 
an approximate circumference of seven 
miles—an ideal proportion. 
Except 


from our particular point of view It 
does not appear as a unit, it rises in 
stages or stories, and deep chasnjs di- 
vide part from part. But ap we now 
eee It, It presents ,a - perfect ensemble 
of matchless ;beauty. 
The foundation 


IB granite, shadowed to black by en- 
vironing canons. Above this is,a slope, 
In color, a compound of grey and red, 
a mixed resultant of the erosions fraia 
the stratas above. From this plen4ed 
slope rises the various formations thai 
constitute the temple proper, composed 
of a sandstone, brilliant in its red., sur- 
mounted by an exquisitely proportioned 
pinnacle of sllyer grey Nature has pto 


for ever-jibing." In 


by an Inverse .process, she built story 
upon story, each marked by some form 
of projection, representative of ages of 
time. There are walled courts miles In 
circumference. 
Above these rise ter-

higher are other stories colonnaded with 
what seems mathematical precision (at 
least such is the effect In the chiaro- 
scuro • of a 
late afternoon) and the 


main structure Is cortjiced with projec- 
tions of wonderful 
verisimilitude, and 
above all tnpers the dome to its silver 
apex—Nature's crown. 


To the right of the Temple of Isis is 


one dedicated to Zoroaster, the high 
priest or fire-worshipers. 
This temple 


has a superbly-walled court, a mile 
square. 
In the center is an altar for 


the perpetual flame. And the temple 
of which these details constitute the 
foreground, Is of grand 
proportions, 
quite equal to that of Isis. Near by 
Is a single pinnacled formation called 
the Gate of Heaven. Now go two miles 
east of the.hotel to O'Nell's Point, and 
this gate takes the form of a brooding 
Buddha, guarding the approach to a 
temple of his faith. The illusion is per- 
fect. 'Indeed, this region is nothing, if 
monplace 
folk see things 
here no 


not suggestive. Even the most corn- 
mortal ever saw before. Given a com- 
pany with imaginations, and soon whole 
menageries are uncaged. Lions appear 
couchant on high reliefs; tigers crouch 
In forbidding recesses; elephants do not 
disdain to thrust their trunks Into illim- 
itable space; while sphinxes question 
man's boasted knowledge from perilous 
promontories. With few exceptions the 
nomenclature Is distinctly antl or pre- 
Christian. While temples are dedicated 
to Isis and Zoroaster, the Queen of 
Sheba resides in grandeur in the shad- 
ow of Solomon's Temple, 
Mahomet's 


coffin is within eyeshot of Olympus, 
and guides deep In Grand canon lore 
discourse eloquently of Walhallas. And 
in the midst of these abodes of gods 
and goddesses galore stands a gravely 
domed structure dedicated to the mem- 
ory of Agassiz. What a contrast! How 
the Christian .scientist must .revel in 
hls.compainy!1 


And is this'wondrous spectacle al- 
ways the same? Far from it. Gods 
and goddesses awaken slowly to eyes 
terrestlal. They emerge.drowsily from 
slumbrous depths, painfully suggestive 
of "A Night Off." Old Sol may blaze In 
the east as he will (and he can do tre- 
mendous "stunts" in Arizona), yet in 
the Great Basin the shadows linger, and 
the mist, while for hours even the pin- 
nacles and domes remain heavy-eyed. 
Indeed., it Is usually high noon before 
the veil is completely withdrawn from 
tho face of Isis. and her noble linea- 
ments are clearly revealed. Thereafter, 
and until the shadows of night again . 
enshroud this world in mystery, the 1 
vision, splendid insplrlngly unfolds it- 
self.

The cemetery of Havana, which la 


named for Columbus, is well worth vis- 
iting. It contains many beautiful works 
in marble. Among the most celebrated 
monuments is the one erected to the 
• firemen who lost their lives in one 
of Havana's worst conflagrations. An- 
other fine one- is erected to the memory 
jpf .a number of students who were ac- 
cused of having defaced the tomb of a 
general of volunteers who sided with 
Spain in the recent war. These stu- 
dents were tried in the courts and ac- 
quitted, but that did not suit the vol- 
unteers and-they demanded a court 
martial. At length the military authori- 
ties yielded and the students were re- 
arrested and tried by the military tri- 
bunal and were declared guilty and 
condemned to be shot. The sentence 
was executed against the dead wall of

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MR. BRYAN'S BOSTON SPEECH. 


M 


R. BRYAN was quoted a few days ago as saying* 


that the principal issues of the presidential 
campaign of 1904 would be imperialism and 
the trusts, "while the silver question we always 


have with us." 


It is only in an indirect fashion that the imaginary 


issue of imperialism can be considered to include the 
struggle between the masses and the classes which has 
always formed, a large part of Mr. Bryan's political equip- 
ment, and to which he gave first prominence in his 
speech before the New England Democrats last evening. 


Mr. Bryan asks us to believe that our republic is 


divided into two hinds of people, the aristocrats and 
the democrats. The aristocrats, he thinks, are possessed 
of certain unfair privileges, and they are constantly 
striving not only to retain what they already possess, 
but to secure further advantages over their less fortu- 
nate neighbors. 
The democrats, on the other hand, as 


Mr. Bryan sees them, are discriminated against by the 
structure of our society and its laws, and their happi- 
ness and welfare can only be secureit by putting our 
government into the hands of Mr. Bryan and his associ- 
ates to be administered with especial reference to that 
class of Americans whom he vaguely designates as "the 
people." 


Now all this is demagogy, pure and simple, and 


when Mr. Bryan makes this kind of talk, the principal 
part of a carefully prepared address to Democrats in 
one of the great cities, an address which is sent out for 
publication in the newspapers throughout the country, 
and which will be considered, and is intended by him 
to be considered, as the statement of his present polit- 
ical opinions and purposes, it stamps Mr. Bryan as a 
statesman of such shallow ae'ptb. and such small claim 
to respectful consideration on the part of his intelligent 
countrymen, that no amount of sincerity or honesty of 
purpose can restore his reputation. 


There have been, and are, a great many different 


opinions in regard to the distiction between the Repub- 
lican and the Democratic parties of the United States. 


The most reasonable one and the one which" finds 


'the greatest amount of historical support, is that the 
Republican party in a general way, stands for a strong 
central government, while the tendency of the Demo- 
cratic party has usually been towards a weak central 
government, and the greatest possible amount of local 
independence. 


According to another theory, the Republican party 


is the party of progress, while the Democratic party 
is controlled by the spirit of conservatism and a regard 
for existing customs and institutions. 
According to 


this idea the Republican party occupies a position mid- 
way between the Democracy and the radical 
parties, 


such as the Populists, the Socialists and others that 
desire to accomplish wholesale reforms by revolutionary 
methods without waiting for public opinion to be fully 
developed in their favor. 
There is a good deal to be 


said in favor of this view. 


But there is not, and mere never has been, any reas- 


onable ground for saying that any party in the United 
States represents and is controlled by a comparatively 
small privileged class in opposition to the welfare and 
wishes of the "people." 


The reason for this is obvious. 
With all the abuses of our political system, the fact 


remains that we are nearer to the achievement of popu- 
lar government by the will of the majority than any other 
nation of the world. Any political party controlled in 
the interests of 1ho few would find it utterly impossible 
to retain the support of the many, and would soon be 
in such a minority as to make it quite impossible for it 
to carry out its plans. 
The mere fact that the great 


majority of the people of the United States approve the 
Republican party, and believe it to be most in accord 
with their own interests is a very practical and con- 
clusive proof that the Republican party is not controlled 
by the aristocrats, and is not directed against the demo- 
crats. 


If, however, the privileged classes arc taken to mean 


all those who are benefited by the continuance of Re- 
publican administrations, and the prevalence of Repub- 
lican policies, then it is a sufficient answer to say, that 
the highest political aim is recognized to be the greatest 
good for the greatest number. 
Mr. Bryan's past career 


furnishes the proof that he cannot make a. successful 
campaign by limiting his definition of "the people" only 
to those who have been unsuccessful, and by appealing 
to them for their support against the administration 
that is doing everything that can be done by the machin- 
ery of the government to secure the welfare and pros- 
perity of the average cjtlzen. 


Mr. Bryan will not gain any strength from his New 


England speech. 
He has put the issues of imperial- 


ism, the trusts, the money question and others in tne 
background and has come forward boldly as the apostle 
of discontent. He wants to divide the American people 
Into two classes, the aristocrats and the democrats, and 
he wants to make the division in such a way as to 'insure 
a majority of the people on his side of the line. 


Mr. Bryan has not the ability to do this. He has not 


Even the ability to make his fellow citizens believe that it 
can be done. Ninety-nine per cent of the American people 
under Mr. Bryan's classification are democrats, and 
scarcely more than 1 per cent are- aristocrats. Of the 
aristocrats not all, and probably not a majority are 
to be found in the ranks of the Republican party; while 
of the democrats, the popular vote in the last two presi- 
dential campaigns shows very clearly that -a majority 
are opposed to Mr. Bryan and the political principles and 
methods which he represents. 


AMERICAN AGRICULTURE. 


M 


OST AMERICANS have a vague idea that this 
country stands in the forefront of the agri- 
cultural nations of the world, and know that 
many fqreign nations depend upon us for their 


supply of cotton, grain and meats. 


But very few, even 
among 
well-posted Americans, 


have a detailed knowledge of the really wonderful ac- 
complishments of our nation along these limits. 


All Americans ought to be interested in recent bul- 


letins issued by the census bureau, which sum up what 
we are doing in the way of raising grains and fruits and 
other farm products, and also in live stock. 
In the last 


half century tho number of farms has quadrupled, but 
since 1880 the total acreage has Increased so much more 
rapidly than the number of farms, that the average size 
of them has shown an increase. On June 30. 1900 there 
were in the United States, 5,739,657 farms valued at 
?16,674,960.247. 
Of this amount $3,560,198,191, or 21.4 


per cent, represented the value of buildings and $13,114,- 
492,056, or 78.6 per cent, the value ol lands and improve- 
ments. The value of farm implements and machinery was 
$761,261,532 and of live stock $3,078,050,041, the total 
amount of farm property being $20,514,001,838. 


Tho total value of farm products for 1890 was $4,739,- 


118,752, of which amount $1.718, 990, 221, or 36.3 per cent, 
represented the value of animal products, and $3,020,128,- 
531, or 63.7 per cent, the value of crops. The total value 
of farm products for 1899 exceeds that reported for 1889 
by $2,279,011,298, or 92.6 per cent. In other words the 
value of the farm output nearly doubled in ten years. No 
wonder the farmers of America are prosperous. 


In 1899 the gross 
farm 
income 
from all sources 


amounted to $3,764,177,706. The average Income per farm 
was about $655. 


The total value of farm property in the United States 


is 1900 was more than five times as great as in 1850, and 
28.4 per cent greater than 1890. The gain in the last de- 
cade was distributed as follows: In land improvements 
and buildings, $3,395,437,508, in implements and machin- 
ery, $267,014,083, and in live stock, $969,282,462. 
The 


rates "of gain for these items were 25.6, 54 and 39.4 per j 
cent respectively. 


It is a fact of special interest to Colorado readers 


that the western division, including the Rocky Mountain 
and Pacific coast states, shows the highest value per 
farm of farm land, live stock and products. The value of 
buildings was greatest in the north Atlantic states and 
north central states. The average value of products per 
acre was highest in the north Atlantic division, showing 
the close cultivation prevailing there. 


"Of the 5I739.657 farms in the United States 4,970,- 


129, or 86.6 per cent, were operated by white farmers 
and 769,528, or 13.4 per cent, by colored,--the aver- 
age size of the farms being three times as great for 
white as for colored farmers. 


"TTiero were 53,406 farms ranging in size from 


one to 1,000 acres which reported no income, 


"The value of 'domestic animals in the United 


States in 1900 was about $3,200,000,000, of which 
amount the value of animals on farms an.d ranges con- 
stituted over 96 per cent. 


"The total value of crops in 1899: Cereals con- 


stituted 49.1 per cent; hay and forage, 16 per cent; 
cotton, 12.3 per cent; vegetables, including pota- 
toes, sweet potatoes and onions, 7.9 per cent; fruits, 
4. 4. per cent; forest products, 3.6 per cent; tobacco 1.9 
per cent; sugar, 1,3 per cent, and all other products, 
3.5 per cent 


"The total area devoted to the cultivation 'of cere- 


als was 184,376,731 acres, and the total production was 
4,424,800,923 bushels. In 1880 the total <area was 140,- 
217,545 acres. 


As has already been stated in these columns, the cen- 


sus report shows Colorado to be the leader among the 
states where irrigation is necessary to agriculture. Our 
str,te does not, of course, stand high in the rank of the 
agricultural states of the country, yet with the happy in- 
auguration of the system of government aid to irrigation, 
and the progress that has already been made in agri- 
culture under these peculiar conditions, the prospects for 
he future are most favorable. 
Future census reports 


will undoubtedly give to Colorado a. showing of which we 
will not be ashamed even in comparison with such states 
as Ohio and Illinois, and in the meantime, as good Amer- 
can citizens, we will content ourselves with the satisfac- 
tion of knowing that our country surpasses all others 
n tho groat business of making plants and animals con- 
tribute to the welfare of mankind, a business upon which 


others necessarily "depend.

THE SHEEP WAR IN WYOMING. 


T 


HB ever smouldering trouble between the sheep 


and cattle men o£ the west has broken out 
afresh in the New Fork country in Wyoming, 
where it is reported that one herder and some 


2,000 sheep have been killed by raiding cattlemen. The 
offense -for which this punishment was inflicted was 
that the herders had passed a certain "dead line" estab- 
lished by the cattlemen of that country. Of course the 
cattlemen had no legal right to establish such a line 
and still less 
to destroy 
property and 
to commit 


murder in the effort to maintain it, but the rights of 
the affair are not all on one side by any means, and 
the cattlemen doubtless felt that it was necessary for 
them to take some radical action to defend and protect 
tneir interests. 


These contests between conflicting interests for the 


possession of a free government range, to which neither 
has any legal claim and, upon which both are, in a strict 
legal sense, trespassers, belong to a period of western 
development that is fast passing away. 
Except in the 


most remote and sparsely settled portions of the west, 
the cattle and sheep owners can no longer depend upon 
the free range for their herds. 
Even leaving their 


class hatred aside, the individual owner is no longer safe 
from the competition of other proprietors of the same 
kind of live stock, and must make some further provision 
for summer range and winter feeding than to turn his 
animals loose out-doorp. In a few years more there will 
be no more free range in the United States for anyone 
and the country will be the better for it. 


The occasional battles between sheep and cattlemen 


are the dying flashes of a flame that will soon be extinct 
forever. 


Irish census returns show that in the past 50 years 


over 3,000,000 people have Immigrated from Ireland, and 
that 80 per cent of these immigrants have come to 
the United States. 
These millions were driven from 


their homes by unjust legislation, and by industrial con- 
ditions that-are a disgrace to the British empire. It is 
no wonder that Great Britain is losing control of tho 
market of the world. When she is not able to .provide 
the opportunity for living to a dependent people at her 
very doors.

n other lines of work, but they have 
ome characteristics that are interest- 
ng. They somehow drop into .three 
.lasses, with a' possible fourth, though 
he lines of demarkatlon are not so 
losely drawn in real life as in general- 
zing for an effect. In a group of any 
hree things, there is usually a prefer- 
ence. The one you take if you can get 
t, the one you don't care if you do. 
and the one you leave if you can get 
away. 
"Beginning with the third class, this 


,ype of newspaper woman is often very 
successful. Whether she has talent or 
not she has push and she has no 
nerves— In the . plural sense. She is 
often very useful to the paper and 
well paid, but she Is never admired by 
her masculine co-workers, or' by the 
vorld in general. In the first place she 
s perfectly Indifferent to her personal 
appearance. She finds out the most un- 
becoming way of doing up her hair 
and always wears it that way. She 
comes Into the office on a warm sum- 
mer. morning with rainy skirt almost 
.o her shoe tops, an uncompromising 
A-alst and with collar and man's cravat 
put oh carelessly. She tries to look 
sensible, but never succeeds in looking 
rim. Ther.e is always a pin lacking, or 
a screw loose somewhere. She is en- 
Irely without that insinuating sweet- 
ness that often marks the wily man re- 
porter and makes him Irresistible. She 
s aggressive, 
opinionated, arid talks 
eternally, it she can get a chance. 
Sometimes she Is good looking, might 
even be pretty if she would allow her- 
self liberties, but she is determined to 
meet the world .as a man meets It and 
verily she "out Herods Herod." 
The second kind Is 'her direct oppo- 


ilte'. 
There is nothing business-like 


about her. She wears big picture hats 
vlth plumes. She Is usually big her- 
self, but never thin. She wears long 
^railing gowns and extraordinary chit- 
ton bows. She often has talent, but is 
lever exact or prompt. 
She. expects 


ccnsideration and admiration as soon 
as she enters an office. She asks" you to 
sharpen her pencil as if she were n. 
roddess conferring a favor and B]IB al- 
ways expects consideration because sho 
s a 'lady.' 
"The third class, and they 'are the 
most plentiful, are earnest, sensible. 
good-tempered young woman with ..en- 
thusiasm for their work and a great 
admiration for their chiefs, a sweet 
lumblenesB of attitude to all men, com- 
bined with a charming comraderie with 
their 
associates.

•lady" dresses becomingly and appro 
prlately. She may bring into the otrlce 
;he faint odor of violets, but shn also 
brings an atmosphere of reflneme.nt 
and gentleness that rouses all th-3 chiv- 
alry of her masculine associates. She 
.s willing to do whatever she is asked 
to do without a murmur, provided the 
man knows how to ask It and he gener- 
ally does. 
The admiration displayed 


By these workers for their suDerlc%s 
la surely a great credit to these super- 
iors, but then they are usually men. 
"There is one other kind of news- 
paper woman. She is rare, but she is 
the most Interesting and therefore the 
most dangerous of all. 
"She combines all the virtues ot these 
three classes with a few original faults 
of her own thrown In. She always does 
her own work thoroughly and well, uu( 
she Is never the same. One day plain 
in dress, almost unattractive, looking 
exceedingly business-like; 
the 
nexl 
brilliantly versatile, perfectly dressed 
and beautiful to Jook at. One day do- 
cile and tractable; the next day im- 
perious, critical and independent. One 
day cold and Indifferent; the next dan- 
gerously susceptible and gracious. She 
is the 
embodiment of the 
eternal 


feminine as she appears everywhere in 
life. The man who is fortunate or un- 
fortunate enough to be much with her 
is In danger before he kno\ys it. A 
woman Jri an office, whether editoria 
or otherwise, always thinks it her boun- 
den duty to look after the health 01 
the men. Don't mind her. Sho can't 
help it any more than she can help put- 
ting up her hands to her hair when she 
takes off her hat. 
"The newspaper woman has discov- 


ered that' the thing most required of her 
is the same thing that she has been 
commended for during 
unnumbered 
generations— docility. After all, news- 
paper women are just like other women. 
Nearly all of them, whatever they may. 
say and however happy they may be in 
their work, cherish, hidden away in 
their hearts a dream o£ the past or the 
future, a "pathetic little dream or mem- 
ory, or a rosy hope of being the queen of 
the sanctum sanctorium of some good 
man's heart and home."

One of the crying evils In our schools 


colleges and universities is the wretchec 
system of feeding our growing boys and 
girls; students above all other classes| 
need plenty of good, well-cooked food, : 
and a happy state of mind! when ap- 
proaching the table. 
It is bad enough to meet with con- 
stant experience of tough meat, un- 
derdone or burned to a chip, half cooked 
unsound vegetables, bitter coffee, sour 
bread and rancid butter, but even the 
diningroom. which hungry boys and 
girls always approach with pleasure, 
Is now not only robbed of all epicurean 
delights, but even of pleasant antici- 
pations of good things to come. 
To see our sons and daughters grow- 


ing thin under this wretched system 
of feeding at all our Institutions Is "a 
disgrace to those who have charge of 
that, department of college life. Grown 
people do not fully appreciate how sad 
a disappointment an unsavory meal Is 
to the healthy appetites of the young. 
Dyspepsia is one of the common dis- 
eases among our literary classes, and 
the foundation of this prevalent ail- 
ment is laid In our schools and col- 
leges; of what avail Is a knowledge of 
art, science, philosophy and govern- 
ment, when health is seriously under- 
mined? 


A perfect understanding of the science 


of dietetics is of far more importance 
than etymology, as the former involves 
a knowledge of the laws of health and 
life, without which all other sciences 
are of little value. 
It would be a great blessing If some 


of the larger sums of money now being 
given to various colleges for buildings, 
libraries, 
gymnasiums and salaries,- 


could "be devoted to the benefit of the1' 
students, that the head of the culinary 
department might no longer plead pov- 
erty as an excuse for starving our 
sons and daughters. 


The manager in one of our colleges 
was heard to say not long since, In an- 
swer to a protest from some of the 
students about the very meagre fare, 
'I feed you as well as I can afford to 
for the small prices you pay." 
The health of a growing generation 


of humanity Is too serious a question 
for short-sighted economy; or such dis- 
honest saving as has been reported 
from different Institutions where the 
servants have been trained, In cletfc-»ig 
the table, to empty milk left in the 
tumblers back into a pitcher, nnd to 
gather up the respectable 
pieces of 
meat, butter, potatoes, vegetables and 
other viands, to be daintily re-dished, 
and served up for the next meal. 


We can readily imagine how the 


knowledge of all this must affect tne 
appetites of even the 
most 
hungry 
guests subjected to such impositions. 
I .still remember my own experiences 
at Emma Willard's celebrated seminary 
at Troy, New York. After three years 
in that institution I suffered with dys- 
pepsia for months, and have never 
been able since to look w(th satisfac- 
tion 
at corned beef, liver or bread 


pudding. 
Now the time has arrived for a gen- 


eral protest against such outrages from 
all points. We must show new honor 
to the culinary department, build more 
convenient aud spacious kitchens, with 
more elaborate cooking apparatus and 
utensils; we must have choice domestic 
libraries on the art of cooking and 
training-schools for teaching of domes- 
tic science, who will give us a body of 
well-educated, moral, conscientious and 
scientific cooks. One of our great needs 
at the present hour is to exalt and dlg- 
nifiy this domestic department, that we 
may have far more thorough, conscien- 
tious managers than we have ever yet 
possessed. 
I am rejoiced to flnd that one million- 
aire has at last given some thought to 
the subject of dietetics. Cecil Rhodes, 
In his late will, left a bequest of fifty 
thousand dollars for the improvement 
of the high tables, for President Fel- 
lows and tutors of Oriel college, Ox- 
ford. 
May other rich men follow his 


example and extend their charity to 
all 
classes 
of 
students.—(Elizabeth

The International & Great Northern 


of Texas, has recently Installed offices 
in Denver on Seventeenth street, and 
yesterday U. S. Pawkett, commercial 
freight and passenger agent, with head- 
quarters in the Capital city, was In 
Colorado Springs. 
The.!. & .G. N. extends throughout 
Texas, having a? its terminal points 
Galveston, Velasco, Laredo arid Waco. 
An extension is being constructed as 
rapidly as possible from Waco to Fort 
Worth and the establishment of new of- 
fices In Denver taken lii this connection 
Is .construed to bfc of great significance 
and will probably mean Important'de- 
velopments for Colorado. It is under- 
stood that affiliation is being sought 
with the Colorado & Southern and that 
traffic agreements will be made before 
the line Is completed. It is further un- 
derstood that the closest relations have 
already been established with the Mal- 
loi-y line of steamships plying between 
gulf Jiprts and the Atlantic coast. The 
Denver offices of the Mallory line and 
the I. & G. N. are located at the same 
place. 


The affiliation with the C. & S. will 
doubtless mean the putting on of anoth- 
er line of through sleepers which will be 
attached to the traihs running from 
Galveston via the I. & G. N. to Fort 
Worth and thence via the C. & S. to 
Colorado Springs and 'Denver.

Prominent railroad men are of the 
opinion that the fight in the Spreckels 
sugar family means.that the develop- 
ment of the beet sugar Interests in Colo- 
rado will be even more rapid than it 
has been heretofore.

yesterday morning concerning the allied 
interests of the Mallory steamship line 
the International & Great Northern ol 
Texas and the Colorado & Southern has 
caused a great deal of comment, and 
speculation as to what the move means 
has been rife. 


It Is well .known, of course, that with- 


in the past few months Colorado & 
Southern stock has risen to between 300 
and 400 per cent, of Its former value 
John W. Gates was firing off his pyro 
technics at the time of the first vtojen 
rise and the move was attributed to his 
manipulation, but later It, was dlscbv 
ered that E. S. Hawley had obtains! 
practical control, and the significant 
now becomes apparent by reason o 
the latest developments In railroad clr 
cles, for it has just come to light tha 
Hawley Is allied with the younge 
Spreckels' interests and is establishing 
a through route from Denver to the< 
gulf of Mexico, where the line will con- 
nect with the Mallory line. 
Agents of the transcontinental rail- 


•road systems are loath to admit- that 
there \e a possibility of trouble between 
any of them, but stories published cfl 
over the United Slates would seem to 
indicate that some difficulty was brew- 
Ing. A rumor was lately set afloat that 
the Oceanic line, plying between San 
Francisco, Hawaii, Tahiti and several 
sugar producing points, and controlled 
.by J. D. Spreckels, 
president of the 
'Santa Fe Pacific, had been sold to the 
A'jolp. & S. F., with whom they have the 
closest commercial relations.

S. simultane- 
ously with the Spreckels family fight 
and the struggle for. the beet sugar In- 
dustry of Colorado and adjacent terri- 
tory which is carried on by a strong 
party with Oxnard at Its head.

terest the Kearns bill, which would pro- 
vide for a change In the mining law, 
and with considerable amusement, the 
line of argument which people have 
been sending you in favor of that meas- 
ure. 
All ot the writers of the articles 


which 1 -have read, who favor 
this 


change- In our laws, appear to overlook 
the fact that under the United States 
laws, a mining claim Is already 600 feet 
in width, and that the reason of nar- 
rower claims being in existence is the 
fact that our national mining laws al-

No better proof can be offered to

nd mining camp which has made any 
hange whatever has reduced the size 
if the claim, and in the United States 
t is hardly-probable that such a. la.w 
B Mr. Kearns presents would be passed 
jy congress. 


A wide claim such as he proposes 
night prevent a few lawsuits, but I 
rant to call the attention of these nd- 
•ocates of wide claims to the fact that 
10 country which allows them has built, 
up progressive mining camps, and tho 
reason for this Is the fact that in Cau- 
dda. Australia and in Mexico, if you 
please, where this form of claim exists, 
t Is impossible to create what Is known 
n mining camp parlance as a "boom." 
A poor prospector feels that he is handi- 
capped by the man of wealth and larger 
companies, and he does not enter the 
•ace for property in those countries. In 
case a. claim 1,500 feet In width had been 
n existence when Cripple Creek was 
discovered, there would be today not 
one-third the mines developed In that 
camp which are now In operation. Crip- 
ple Creek lias a system of parallel veins, 
sorne of them but 
a short 
distance 
apart; and a large location would have 
prevented the development of 
those 


veins which were immediately adja- 
cent, because the owners of the claims 
would have naturally placed their de- 
velopment on their first discovery, and 
that development might 
have 
been 


wasted on a vein' which was not a 
bonanza. A large location would havo 
prevented others from making the dis- 
coveries. 
About oncp. every five years, 
some mail tries to make these changes 
In our mining laws, but it ends without 
results. 
• 
In my milling experience, 1 have been 


In at the s'lart of five of the so-culled 
mining "booms," three here in Colo- 
rado, which have been great successes, 
and from my experience I know that 
the wide mining claim, with the single 
exception of Aspen, would have been 
a great Injury to the camp and would 
have retarded its progress many years. 
My knowledge of the Kootenal country 
and some other sections in Canada and 
Mexico convince me that under Ameri- 
can laws, great mining camps could 
be established' where now but one or 
two mines exist, because the geologi- 
cal conditions are such as would guar- 
antee to me a development at other 
places than where the mines now In 
operation1 are working. 
In all of 'the articles which I have 


seen, advocating the change which Mr, 
Kearns proposes, the whole gist of the 
argument appears to be that it should 
be made easy for large companies and 
capitalists to obtain complete posses- 
sion of a large tract of ground, and this 
Is against the American theory of pub- 
lic distribution of lands. 
The narrow 
mining claim, giving a man the right 
to the vein he discovers, is that incen- 
tive which brings success. 
Mr. Kearns' bill cannot stand the 


arguments which will be presented be- 
fore a committee and I hardly think it 
will ever be reported favorably for ac- 
tion. In'fact, to my idea, most nil of 
these efforts to have American ways 
.conform with foreign countries arc mis- 
placed efforts. Under the laws of the 
United States, the American miners 


various slates and mining camps which 
require work to be clone that has crr- 
ated 
several of our 
largest mining 


camps. It should not b» the IdVa of our 
laws to make it easy for a man to ob- 
tain mineral land, and there is but 
on? material change which should be 
made In our mining laws. Under the 
present circumstances, a locator who is 
poor may have his rights Imposed upon 
by parties who arc in a better condition 
financially, by making locations, whlrh 
may conflict with his. In case that out- 
laws were changed so that where a 
poor prospector makes a location and 
such a. confllrt Is forced upon him. It 
would be easy for him tn protect his 
rights in the matter without the em- 
ployment of an attorney, they would be 
nearly perfect. 


About the only change thnl we need 


In the present law Is one that would 
protect the poor man who makes n dis- 
covery from the encroachment of his 
neighbors. 
If an 
amendment 
ware 


passed that would make It the duty of. 
the officers of the government In the 
land office, to investigate any cotn- 
olaint made under oath by a locator 
who would see tit to protest a location 
that conflicted with his own, and set- 
tle the controversy at or near the lime 
that the location was made, instead 
o£ the time that the patent should be 
applied for, while tho circumstances re- 
garding property, location and discov- 
ery were fresh in the minds of all. and 
make the decision then regarding boun- 
daries of the claim with no expense to 
the claimants, and no appeal from the 
decision 
unless fraud 
or 
r.ollusirm 


would be claimed by one of the own- 
ers on the part of the 
government 


officers, our laws would be fair to all, 
and In accord with American idea* of 
justice. 
We In this country should pass laws 


protecting the poor man from unjust 
actions and make It so that the poor 
prospector with a knowledge of mining 
can reap the benefit of his knowledge 
and discovery, and thus advance the in- 
terests of the whole people. 
The question of apex rights Is one 


that is thrashed out in the courts and 
the apex theory is right. 
It Is the intention of our government 


to give a man a mine If he finds one, 
not a garden patch, or a cow pasture. 
The giving of a mine lo a discoverer Is 
a reward for his skill, luck or plucl? 
In finding it, and the day that, we divide 
up our mining camps Into cow pastures, 
allotting them off by blocks to farmer!?, 
cowboys and tenderfeet, regardless of 
mineral discoveries on the ground it- 
self, that is the time that mining dis- 
coveries will cease to be attractive to 
that, class of men who have, opened up 
the treasure houses of the Rocky moun- 
tains and placed the United Slates so 
far ahead of all other nations that 
we cannot "see their smoke." 


The fellows who want our navy fash- 


ioned after England's: our army fash- 
ioned after Germany's our voting laws 
fashioned after those of Australia; our 
land laws after those of New Zealand 
and these mining laws after those of 
Canada, should remember that Ameri- 
can ways are the best, and that all <<f 
these nations or principalities nan do 
nothing better than to adopt our ways, 
because the object of. all things Is ulti- 
mate success, and the American brings 
success, when all others fall. 
There is plenty 
of opportunity 
in 


Canada, for mining progress as soon as 
we take possession of that country, and 
extend our mining laws over that sec- 
tion, which will come In good time as

WORLD'S FAIR DEDICATION. 


To'Be Held April 30, 1903, One Year 
Before the 
Opening—-Ceremonies 
in Liberal Arts Palace—The 
Great Saongerfest. 


By Associated Pres.. 
World's Fail- Grounds, St. Louis, Mo., 
jjy 28.—The iiftt of congress which post- 
poned the Louisiana Purchase exposi- 
tion to 1904 provided for the dedication 
of 
the 
buildings and grounds with 


proper ceremony, April. 30, 1903. This 
date is the 100th aniversary of the pur- 
chase of the Louisiana territory from 
France by the United States. 
The 


work on the exposition even now is 
Planned with reference tn that event. 
It has been decided to hold- these cere- 
monies in the Palace of Liberal Arts, 
which will contain a sufficient space for 
ail purposes. 
The contract for this 


building will be let on August 2, and 
the approximate cost will be a little less 
than $500,000. The architecture Is cx- 
ceedlngy ornate, and the proportions 
imposing and stately. The dimensions 
are 620x750 feet, giving a floor space of 
nearly 400,000 square feet. There will 
be over nine acres under its broad roof, 
abundantly lighted by skylights. The 
site of the,building is at the extreme 
eastern end of the exposition, near one 
of the main entrances: The ceremonies 
of dedication on April 30, next, will bn 
of international importance and Inter- 
est. 
The committee will secure th« 


presence of President Roosevelt and 
cabinet, the governors of states, state 
commisioners to tho world's fair, the 
representatives of foreign governments 
at Washington, as many of the foreign 
commissioners to the world's fair as 
may be able to attend, and other dis- 
tinguished persons.

17 to 20, 1903; will also be held the 
Saengerfest of the North American 
Saengerbund. An effort will be made to 
have this the greatest meeting of the 
Saengerbund ever held.

IMPORTANT IRRIGATION 
TRANSACTION AT FOWLER 


Special to the Gazette. 


Fowler, July 30.--The proposed 'deal 


whereby the. Oxford and Highline ca- 
nals may acquire 70 feet of water of 
the earliest prioiity will be one of the 
largest-and mor;:. important transactions 
which have 
been made 
In irrigation 
circles. 


The Oxford canal, which leaves the 
Arkansas river just above Nepesta'and 
runs south and east of Fowler, empty- 
ing into the Apishapa creek, and the 
Highline canal, which starts a llttle fur- 
ther up the river than the Oxford and 
makes a wide circuit on the south side 
of the valley as far east as Rocky Ford, 
have secured an option on the.priority 
rights of the Arkansas valley canal. 
This ditch owns 70 feet of \vater which 
dates back to 1861, and it is this which 
it is proposed to secure. By the terms 
of the option for the payment of the 
sum of $160,000 and the transferring ojf 
70 feet of water of 1889 priority to the 
Arkansas Valley canal, the Oxford and 
the Highline canals shall come Into full 
poasfcslon of the 70 feet of the early 
priority and the 4,000 acres, of land 
which the valley ditch waters. 
This 


land is estimated to be worth $15 per 
acre and this reduces the actual ex- 
pense of the purchase to $100,000 or 
about $5 per acre for all land to be 
benefited thereby. 
It is thought that 
the added supply of water will increase 
the value of the land from $15 to $25 
per acre. The land acquired with the 
water is expected to be worth $15 per 
acre, to be sold to settlers for the^pur- 
pose of raising alfalfa, as fairly good 
crops of it can be produced with the 
18S9 water. 
The option is'good until 
October 1, 1902.

The stockholders of the Oxford canal 
will hold a meeting on August 8 at 
Fowler, for the purpose of taking ac- 
tion on the proposed purchase, and the 
stockholders of the Highline will meet 
at Rocky Ford on August 9 for the 
same purpose.

FANCHBB MET SAD FATE . 
While working at a large emery wheel 


in the Colorado Midland shops' yester- 
day morning-, Frank Fancher lost his 
life as a result of being caught in the 
belt attached to the -wheel'. The accl- 
,dent occurred about 10 o'clock, In the 
planing room of the' carpentering de- 
partment of the shops. Fancher's re- 
mains, which are in a horribly muti- 
lated condition, are-now lying atrp&yle's 
undertaking establishment, awaiting In- 
structions -from the dead .man's rela- 
tives; concerning the 
removal of the 
body. 


No one was in the-planing room at 
the time of the accident and just how 
the unfortunate man lost his .life will 
never be known 
Wrjen te'st'see>n alive 
he was standing in frontrof-the wheel 
shaipenlng some dull bits while the 
other men who work In the room were 
busy outside at other work J p Pres- 
ton a fellow workman, having occasioV 
to step Into the room a fa$ moments 
later, was horrified to see the twy of a 
man being burled against the, calling 
th,e. belt pf the emerjr wh«eL "Brest 
--'-1- 


the' motive power for' the planing room 
and shut off the steam, but he wasitoo 
late. - Fancher wa's dead when his com- 
rades reached him arid his lifeless body 
presented a horrible spectacle. Both of 
his feet had been literally worn off. The 
belt, 
which drives the large em- 
ery wheel at about 120 revolutions 
per minute, .had hurled the man's body 
against a large beam with terrific force 
and the contact with the beam had torn 
off both feet and an arm. In addition 
to this, Fancher's backbone was broken 
In such a manner .that a number of 
vertebrae protruded through the skin. 
When found, Fancher's other arm was 
wound around the belt in such a man- 
ner -that it :.was separated from it with 
the greatest difficulty. No injuries were 
found on the head or face of the man. 
The supposition Is that the belt of the 
wheel became out of order and that 
Fancher had climbed up to fix It and 
was. caught between the belt and the 
pulley. 
Fancher came to Colorado City last 
May and has since worked at the car- 
penter trade at the shops. Previous to 
coming 'here he lived for a numbel' of 
years in Monument and was one of the 
early settlers in this part of the state. 
It is said that Fancher helped build the 
first building ever erected in Colorado 
Springs at the corner of Cascade and 
Pike's Peak avenue. 
Fancher was 57 years old and a wid- 
ower, his wife having died while a resi- 
dent of Monument. A father and two 
sisters of the deceased life In Salem-, 
N. Y., and as late as Saturday a letter 
was received from them. Fancher was 
a member of the Car Men's union and 
also a Mason, belonging to one of the 
Denver lodges. 
Coroner Law was notified immediate- 


ly after the accident, but, after viewing 
the remains, decided that an inquest 
was not necessary.

Though irrigated 
crops are still in fairly good condition, 
the acreage actually watered is less 
than heretofore, the- present 
supply 


being scarcely enough for even the old- 
est' ditches. Harvesting of wheat and 
oats is well advanced in the Grand and 
Uncompahgre valleys, and will begin 
coon in Rio Blanco county; an average 
yield is generally indicated. Corn and 
potatoes, which have been less affected 
than other-crops by the adverse con- 
ditions, are1}for the most part main- 
taining thrifty growth!

The ranges 
are brown and in many localities af- 
ford only scanty 
pasturage.
